When a person's clothes are thor- 


oughly saturated he runs leas risk 
of being injured by lightning than 
if his clothes were dry, simply be- 
cause lightning ajways chooses the 
best conductor on its way to the 
earth. When it strikes a tree, it 
runs down the inside of it, between 
the bark and the wood, because the 
sap is moat abundant there, and the 
sap serves as the best conductor 
about the tree. 80$ when it stnk< s 
a person, it will choose that about 
him which is best suited for a con- 
ductor, and in the absence ot° a bet- 
ter one, will pass down the inside of 
him, 
taking the fluids of his body 


in its path. In its course it diver- 
ges from an object with less con- 
ducting power to one with more 
ducting power, which is the cause 
of its taking the zigzag form which 
we sometimes see. A man in metal 
armor would be in no danger from 
lighting, because metal is a better 
conductor than the human fluids; 
and if tlie lightning struck him it 
would pass harmlessly down the 
armor to the earth. But the same 
cannot be said of pieces of metal, 
such as keys, watches, rings and 
brooches, became they do not, like 
the armor, extend far enough to 
conduct the lightning to the ground. 
If a person is out in a thunderstorm 
it is dangerous to stand near any 
tall object, or even any running wa- 
ter, because such will frequently 
discharge thunder clouds, and the 
lightning might diverge to him and 
pass dcwn through his b >dy. Thi 
beet thing to do when one is out ii« 
a'thunder storm is to stand about 
twenty or thirty feet from a tree, 01 
any tall object, and get drenched to 
the skin. It is not a very agreea- 
ble thing to do, but one had much 
better make a rain conductor of him- 
self than to have his inside convert- 
verted into a lightning conductor. 
Dr. Franklin found he could not 
destroy a \\et rat by artificial elec- 
tricity, though he could a dry one; 
and a wet man otight surely to be 
as proof against lightning as a wet 
rat.

The success which h»s attended the 


absorption of the telegraph in Great 
Briuin, by the Government s making it 
a feature of the postal system, consti- 
tutes the main argument of those who 
advocate a like extension of the sphere 
of government in the United States. 
Indeed, it has to be admitted that the 
fiats make a most f»vortb!e showing. 
The committee of the National Board 
of Trade reported at the close of the 
year in fcvor of Government absorp- 
tion, and predicted the very oonsolidt- 
tion which has since taken place. In 
this report the results in Great Britain 
were dwelt upon. The English tele- 
graphs were taken by the Government 
in 1869. and since then the growth of 
the business of this department by the 
British Post Office has been as follows :

Henry J. Welling and Harlow H. Hig- 
ginbotham. The last five named are 
believed to own one-third of the busi- 
ness. 
Marshal Field owns another 


third besides tho third which Leiter 
disposes of, and which, it is under- 
stood, 
was taken chiefly 
by

Field. It is said the prioe was about 
$2,500,000; that the business amount- 
ed to $18,000,000 in 1878, $20,000,000

"There is a dispute between the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad and the United 
States as to whether certain sums whieh 
are claimed by the railroad to be appli- 
cable to the payment of dividends are 
properly so applicable. 
It ia under- 


stood the United States will file a bill 
in order to test the question whether 
such sums of money can properly be 
used for that |pnrpose, but it is also 
understood that if persons interested in 
the railroad should give bond that, in 
case it is finally decided that such sums 
should not be used for the payment of 
dividends, they will restore them to the 
treasury of the company, that an imme- 
diate injunction will not be pressed for, 
but that the matter will await final de- 
cision upon this bond which, it is un- 
dirstood, will be in the gum of $750,- 
000. 
Under these circumstances the 


dividend will, of course, be paid, as th» 
gentlemen interested in tbe matter are 
amply able to furnish the additional se- 
curity which is required."

The nomination of Senator Matthews 


to be Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court was referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary.
